Introduction 


This booklet is designed to assist Statistics Canada’s current and prospective 
clients when ordering publications. 


Within the booklet the titles of most currently available publications have been 
listed in order of their appearance within the 1985 edition of the Statistics Canada 
Catalogue. This will facilitate your review of available publications, and assist you in 
selecting titles that best meet your information needs. 


Further Information on Publication Content 

The 1985 edition of the Statistics Canada Catalogue contains descriptions of 
most publications listed in this booklet. The Catalogue is priced at $5.00 in Canada 
($6.00 elsewhere). To order a copy, please complete the Publication Order Form that 
we have included. 

Statistics Canada Reference Centres will assist you in obtaining publications. 
Their addresses and telephone numbers are listed at the back of this booklet. 


A Note About Prices 


The price that you will pay for a publication is dependent on whether it is to be 
shipped to a destination inside or outside of Canada. 


Furthermore, all regular periodical publication prices allow customers to 
purchase either a single issue or an entire year’s subscription to any specific title. 


A selection of biennial, occasional, supplementary, and census publications is 
also listed in this document. These must be ordered separately at the indicated prices. 


Special package prices are offered on selected pairs of publications. Details 
concerning these package prices are listed on page 9.

A Full Publication Service is offered at a reduced price of $20,000 in Canada 
($24,000 elsewhere) per year. This service automatically provides customers with all 
publications as they are released — except for those from the decennial or quinquennial 
Census of Population and the Census of Agriculture. 


All publications will be shipped via first-class mail to North American 
destinations or via air parcel post to all other destinations. 


Discounts 


Schools, school boards, colleges, universities and public libraries are entitled to 
a 30% discount on our regular publications and subscriptions. Bookstores and 
Authorized Agents are also entitled to discounts. When ordering individual copies of 
our publications, their discounts are 40% and 46% respectively. These same 
organizations, as well as Subscription Agencies, are also entitled to discounts of 30% 
when ordering subscriptions to our publications. 


Please inquire to determine whether these discounts apply to your organization. 
Discounts are not offered to individuals. 


How to Subscribe to a Periodical Publication 


Many Statistics Canada publications issued periodically can be subscribed to on 
an annual basis. Within this booklet such "periodical" publications are identified by 
an asterisk (*) and a code indicating their frequency of release during a 12 month 
period — 250, 52, 12, 4, 2, or A (to identify daily, weekly, monthly, quarterly, semi- 
annual or annual respectively). 


To subscribe, enter the subscription price in the "Price" column and an "s" in the 
"Issue Required” column of the order form provided. You will receive a copy of all new 
issues of the publications you have ordered as they are released during the next 12 
months. It should be noted that your subscription will always begin with the next 
issue following receipt of an order. If an earlier issue is required, it should be ordered 
separately as explained on page 7. In the case of annuals, you may wish to purchase 
separate copies of recently released titles. 


Subscriptions operate on the basis of a common expiry date for an individual 
subscriber’s entire needs. Consequently, we urge you to indicate your complete 
subscription needs when placing your order. Once a year, we will issue a Renewal 
Notice, alerting you to your subscription expiry.

How to Order a Single Issue of a Periodical Publication 


Clients sometimes choose to order a single issue of a periodical publication 
before subscribing for an entire year. To do so, enter the publication’s "issue" price in 
the "Price" column of the order form. When we process your order, we will send you a 
copy of the latest issue published since April 1985. 


; Inventories permitting, Statistics Canada will attempt to fill orders for earlier 
issues of publications (prior to April 1985). Please contact our Publication Sales and 
Services personnel (see page 8) to confirm price and availability. 


How to Order a Single Copy of an Occasional, Biennial, Supplementary or 
Census Publication. 


Many Statistics Canada publications are issued only biennially (BA), 
occasionally (O), as a supplement (S) or following a national census. (Please refer to 
the census component of this list for a selection of currently available census titles.) 
When ordering these titles, simply indicate the applicable Canadian or Other 
countries’ price. 


How to Renew Existing Subscriptions 


Statistics Canada’s current subscribers will automatically receive this booklet 
along with their annual Renewal Notice. Subscribers requiring additional publica- 
tions should list them on the Renewal Notice giving Catalogue numbers, title and 
subscription price for each. This will simplify the processing of your order. Sub- 
scribers are reminded to include any change in address. 


The same procedures may be followed to purchase single issues of periodical 
publications or copies of other publications. 


If there is insufficient space on the Renewal Notice to accommodate additional 
needs, then overflow should be listed on the order form provided in this booklet. The 
total amount of an order (renewals included) should be entered as well. Organizations 
entitled to a discount should calculate their discount and remit only the net amount 
with their order. 


One final instruction! If, during your subscription period, you ask to subscribe 
to additional publications, please do not make payment in advance. We prefer that you 
send a purchase order. We will then send you an invoice for the correct amount. This 
simplifies our accounting arrangements. 


Payment 


All publication orders are payable to the Receiver General for Canada/ 
Publications. Payment may be made by cheque or money order. Clients may also 
charge their order to an established account. Those choosing this method of payment 
must enter and authorize the total amount of their order - renewals included.
